LANSING, Mich. (AP) -A 


bill guaranteeing malpractice 
insurance to Michigan doctors 
needs only House approval on 
minor amendments before it 
goes to the governor to become 


law.

The measure, approved Wed- 


•nesday 31-3 by the Senate, would 
create a fund to pay claims 
against doctors. Physicans say 
private malpractice is becom-- 
ing increasingly expensive and 
sometimes cannot be obtained 
at all. 


Under the measure, a board of 


directors appointed by the 
governor would administer the 
program, which would be fund-

conference, "We prefer a total 
lifting" of the 13-year-old U.S. 
trade embargo, but he added 
that resumption of shipments to 
Cuba of food and medicine "will 
help a lot." 


He said he felt Washington 


should reciprocate with an 
"important step" to match his 
gesture in signing an agreement 
with the United States that vir- 
tually eliminated a wave of 
hijackings to Cuba. He said, 
"We believe this gesture has not 
been sufficiently" matched by 
the United Slates. 


Castro and his associates have 


demanded a relaxation of tlie. 
boycott before the two countries 
can negotiate other friction 
points such as release of U.S. 
prisoners in Cuban jails and 
compensation for SI .8 billion in 


U.S. 
property 
expropriated 


after Castro seized power. 


Castro pointed out that Cuba 


"does not have any blockade 
against the United States and no 
military base in Florida." 


On the Kennedy assassina- 


tion, Castro said any Cuban role 
in the slaying 
of a U.S. 


president would be "absurd, 
irresponsible, crazy — and a 
very dangerous measure.... It 
would have been stupid on the 
part of Cuba to associate itself 
in a matter of such tremendous 
moment as the assassination of 
a president of the United 
States.", 
• 


"However, he said "it is not 
news for us" that the CIA was 
involved in various attempts to 
kill him and other leaders of the 


1959 Cuban 
revolution. 


Castro said that "for many 


years" his security forces had 
uncovered plots against his 
regime, and in many cases 
those sent were trained by the 


CIA, 
maintained and armed by 


the CIA, and in some cases the 
weapons used were "smuggled 
out of the Guantanamo, Naval. 
Base." 


Despite 
these 
attempts 


against his own life, Castro said 


it is not the policies of "Socialist 
revolutions to kill their adver- 
saries."

Castro declared that Kennedy 


was an adversary, having been 
president during the Bay of Pigs 
invasion. But said he considered' 
Kennedy a known factor and 
"an intelligent man who had 
. begun to understand the errors 
of his policies and perhaps 
Kennedy would have made some 
steps toward (improving rela- 
tions with) Cuba." 


Castro praised McGovern for 


his role as a bomber pilot in 
World War II over Germany and

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LANSING; Mich. (AP) - A 


bill raising jobless benefits is 
read}' for a final Senate1 vote 
today after being amended to 
help more people. 


The measure would raise 


benefits by up to $30 a week for 
some 450,000 of the state's more 
than 
500,000 
compensation 


recipients. 


An amendment Wednesday 


would grant improved benefits 
to 65,000 jobless who have 
passed their 2fith week of com- 
pensation when the measure 
goes into effect. 


But the bill still would not 


help those already out of work 
for more than 39 weeks. As 
passed by the House, those out 
of work for more than 26 weeks 
would get no increase. 


The Senate voted to provide 


an extra §15 million to fund the 
increases through the 39th week 
of unemployment. The money is 
needed because the federal con- 
tribution to benefits is based on 
the amount received by the 
same worker in the first 26 
weeks. 


Under the Senate measure, 


workers in this category would 
return to the lower benefit level 
after 
their 
39th . week of 


eligibility. 


Workers now in their first 26 


weeks also would get the benefit 
increase through 39 weeks. 
Then their benefits would drop 
to the average they received in 
their first 26 weeks. 


Workers who go on the rolls 


after the bill takes effect would 
get the benefit increase for the 
full duration of their eligibility. 


The bill raises benefits from 


55 to 60 per cent of the worker's 
average former weekly wage. 
The maximum increase is -S30, 
but the average boost is §10-825 
a week.

'off the rolls workers who quit 
their jobs, or are fired for theft, 
sabotage or assault. 


"This is a section which really 


galls employers — that they 
have to provide for the shiftless, 
the drunks and the thieves," 
said Sen.

attacked by Republicans as de- 
trimental to business and future 
employment.

charge and was released after 
posting a 8750' bond.

Willis said the alleged offense 
occurred at the school about 
April 7 during school hours. 


According to the prosecutor 


the boy had been given a lie de- 
tector test. 


Schools Supt. Noral Bovee 


said Hawley had been placed on 
administrative suspcasion with 
pay until further notice. Under 
the suspension, Hawley is to 
sta>' off school property during 
school hours, Bovee said.' 


According to the administra- 


tor, Hawley, in addition to being 
president of the education as- 
sociation, was also the chief 
contract negotiator for the 
teachers' group. 


A warrant for Hawley's arrest 


was issued Tuesday by the Van 
Buren prosecutor's office, and 
Hawley voluntarily surrendered 
at the Paw Paw police station 
yesterday morning, according 
to acting Police Chief George 
Fadel. 


The warrant was 
issued 


following a week-long inves- 
tigation by Paw Paw police. 


Because the boy involved is . 


under 13, and because of the 
nature of the alleged act, a con- 
viction of the charge could bring 
a maximum life sentence in 
prison, Willis explained.

.-.In common with most cities in 
^Michigan, the St. Joseph charter, 
•ladopted in 1928, specifies a fairly rigid 
yrnethod to finance local affairs. 
i^There is a property tax ceiling of 
112.5 mills for general operating pur- 
'jpnses; a required 0.5 mill and an op- 
-Gpiial 0.8 mill upper limit for the 
}li£rary; an optional 0.6 mill ceiling for 
-;a--municipal band: plus additional 
:Itifilage for other public purposes, for 
^example, a sanitation plant, subject to 
^whatever limitation may be imposed 
'testate law. 
""-This blanket does not overlay a 
special assessment for paving an alley 
or similar uses, nor does it ban service 
fees for water. 


The crunch comes in trying to 


stretch the 12.5 allocation for general 
functions sufficiently to meet their 
desired levels. 


City hall cannot scratch the band 


and apply its maximum 0.6 mill 
availability to the general fund; nor 
can it cancel the 0.5 mill for street 
resurfacing and put that tax provider 
into the general fund. 


Until fairly recent times this charter 


pigeonholing has not been a problem 
in St. Joseph because the valuation in 
the tax base kept pace with the cost to 
run the city. 


Some of that increase has been real 


in the form of new or improved cons- 
truction industrially and residentially, 
and re-equipment within the industrial 
segment. 


A part is the somewhat fictional re- 


assessment procedure required by the 
State Tax Commission. 


At this week's city commission 


meeting. Mayor Franklin Smith ack- 
nowledged what has been developing 
in recenty years, namely, the valua- 
tion rate is slowing down, actually 
falling behind the cost escalation. 


His Honor suggested lifting the 12.5 


lid as the best means for keeping St. 
Joseph afloat. 


The alternatives are cuts in services, 


a city income tax, or resorting deficit 
financing. 


City hall has pruned a bit on ser- 


vices, but if that route is taken as the 
only road to matching income with 
outgo, St. Joseph and its residents 
would regret its ultimate consequence. 


The income tax holds great appeal 


among city officialdom everywhere, 
but once adopted, the public will lose 
any semblance 
of 
control 
over 


municipal spending. 


One has only to look at Washington's 


miserable record on deficit financing 
to dismiss that as any kind of solution. 


Smith advocates the sound method, 


to which we feel one further modifica- 
tion should be made. 


The taxing power should be con- 


solidated into one rate and 
the 


charter's earmarked levies dispensed 
with. 


Earmarked spending and ifs financ- 


ing has long been a favorite to ac- 
complish individual purposes. The 
trouble with it is to-fold: it puts an 
undue burden upon general pfuposes; 
and it encourages more earmarking 
for 
additional 
special purposes, 


thereby increasing the overall tax 
load. 


Progress In Electronics 
From Space Program 


Electronic miniaturization already 


has made tremendous strides in com- 
. pacting huge power sources into small 
areas. One need only compare some of 
the earlier computers with today's 
models to note the effect of increasing 
improvements in miniaturization even 
in this already sophisticated area. 


This degree of sophistication is but 


the beginning. A well-developed field 
of electronic exploration — cryogenics 
and 
superconducting 
devices — 


promises a revolution in electrical 
'.transmission with wide applications. 


-Superconducting devices are those 
\vhich eliminate virtually all resis- 
tance to electric current. They operate 
by 
exposing 
the 
conductor 
to 


extremely cold temperatures, in the 
realm of 450 degrees Fahrenheit below 
zero. 
. At that temperature, electrical 
resistance is almost non-existent. The 
better conductors such as copper or 
aluminum show a drop of 10,000 to 
100.000 in resistance between room 
temperature and absolute zero. But 
superconductors such as tin and lead 
show an even sharper drop in resis- 
tance at very low temperatures. 
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There are two significant advan- 


tages to superconducting devices. One 
is the greater efficiency in electric 
current transmission by elimination of 
resistance. A magnet capable of 
producing a magnetic field of 100,000 
gauss, which is 200,000 times the 
magnetic field of earth, absorbs 3,000 
kilowatts of electric energy if operated 
at 
room 
temperatures. 
But 
a 


eryomagnet would require only 120 
kilowatts, .and a superconducting 
magnet would need none. 


Greatly reduced space requirements 


are the second advantage. An ordinary 
copper wire carrying a 20-ampere 
current is Vz-inch in diameter. A 
superconducting wire need only be 
1/lOOth of an inch. Translating this 
into practical usage means a city's 
electric power substation would be 
reduced to the size of a small office. 


One of the first applications of such 


super-magnets was in the weight- 
conscious space program, and much .of 
the research has been supported by the 
National Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration. But the possibilities for 
commercial, residential and industrial 
uses of superconductors are endless. 


This is a product of space activities 


which promises to pay dividends for 
future generations. More efficient dis- 
tribution of power is another way of 
holding down rising energy costs and 
an excellent reason for developing new 
electronic sciences as rapidly as pos- 
sible.

and some pain that the names of 
Tinian, Saipan and the other small 
islands which make up the Marianas 
chain in the Pacific Ocean

of the United States and the Northern

in January.

The utilities paid for visits by 


three or four auditors on a total 
of 34 nights at various hotels in 


,.Alpena, Sault Ste, Marie and 
.Three Rivers. Eight auditors 
were involved, . . 


Under state rules they .should 


have billed the'state forflhe ex- 
pense instead of allowing the 


".utilities to pick up the tab, said 


Lee. 


The utilities ultimately pay 


• the tab anyway because the 


state assesses them to recoup 
charges as a regulators' expense

cases, however, the utilities 
paid the bills directly with no 
slate involvement. 


"This looks lousy, and we've

Ford's Decision On Handguns Disliked 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Some of those who favor gun control 


object to President. Ford's decision not to recommend handgun 
registration and say registration is a compromise approach com- 
pared to proposals calling for a flat-ban on the manufacture of 
cheap handguns. 


On the other hand, a major opponent of gun controls, the Na- 


tional Rifle Association, said Wednesday it was heartened by 
Ford's statement on gun control at his Tuesday night news 
conference. 


Ford said he "was not going to recommend the registration of 


gun owners and I am not going to recommend the registration of 
guns or handguns... If we can find some responsible ways to do it 
other than that approach, we certainly will consider them." 


A congressional expert on gun control said Ford was still looking 


at the gun control issue "the same way as when he was a 
representative and registration was an extreme. 


"That's not right," he continued. "Extreme is the Hart- 


Bingharn bill. Registration is the compromise." 


That bill.introduced by Sen. Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., and Rep. 


Jonathan B. Bingham, D-N.Y., includes language that would ban 
the manufacture, sale, transportation and ownership of handguns. 


A leading congressional Republican supporter of handgun 


registration said he was disappointed with Ford's position against 
registration.

Rep. Robert McClory, R-II1., a member of the House Judiciary 


subcommittee on crime, which held hearings on gun control 
earlier this year, said he wants to see a registration bill passed. 


McClory said he has been in touch with the White House 


Domestic Council on the gun control issue and intends to com- 
municate again with the council and the President. McClory said 
he will tell them that the federal government already requires a 
form of registration under the 1968 gun control act. 


The 1968 law requires handgun manufacturers and dealers to 


keep records of sales at their places of business. .

LANSING. Mich. (API - Almost 2.W rural land 


owners have applied for state tax breaks as a reward 
fur not turning their property into shopping malls and 
apartment complexes, stale officials said. A law 
passed last year allows farmers or other owners of 
open lands to sign a contract with the state for ten 
years or more, promising to maintain the rural 
character of their property. The law is especially im- 
portant around cities, where urban sprawl threatens in 
gobble up farm land, officials say.

El Mundo de Hoy, and Antonio 
Angel Parajon, 49, a pho- 
tographer for the New York 
paper.

Connors made no specific 


recommendations as to the 
length, duration and scope of 
the editorial campaign, but he

ney for the defendants, said 
later the unusual sentence "was 
no 
surprise 
to 
us."

characterized it as being part of 
a "plea bargaining agreement" 
and said he did not object to the 
sentence.

Chiclana told newsmen Con- 


nors was "a great judge" who 
looked "at the case from a 
philosophical viewpoint." The 
attorney said there is a great 
need for editorial campaigns 
against the illegal use of guns. 


Judge Connors declined to 


comment on the ruling, except 
to confirm what he had an- 
nounced in the courtroom. 


El Mundo de Hoy began 


publishing about a year ago, 
and a spokesman said its cir- 
culation, in the New York area, 
is about 25,000. 


Horta. a former president of 


the New York chapter of the 
Association of Cuban Jour- 
nalists in Exile, and Parajon 
were arrested last Sept. 15 in 
Union City on a traffic \iolation. 
According to police, the arrest- 
ing officer spotted a revolver 
and knife in the car. 


On April 7, both men pleaded 


guilty to charges of illegal pos- 
session of the weapons. 


Horta told the court before 


sentencing that,he was a leader 
of the anti-Castro community in 
the New-York-New Jersey area. 
He said he carried weapons 
because his life had been threa- 
tened on numerous occasions. 


Connors said he sympathized 


with Horta, but the judge said 
the law- was firm and definite.

James A. Burke, 
D-Mass., agreed there is no 
prospect that workers already 
Wfired or planning to retire in 
ibe future will have their 
benefits cut off.

Social Security subcommittee 
>IIich heard Cardnvll testify 
Wednesday that there is no jus- 
tification for what he called 
alarmist 
predictions

The system's deficit is es- 


timated at S3 billion this year 
and due to increase unless 
financing is changed. Cardwell 
testified. 


But he said the reserves of

or I9S1 even if nothing were 
done. 


Cardwell left no doubt that the 


administration wants corrective 
measures, but suggested that 
these might safely wait until the 
economy struggles out of reces- 
sion. 


Burke said, however, he ex- 


pects his committee to produce 
legislation this year. Neither 
Cardwell nor Burke suggested 
what the corrective measures 
might be. agreeing that more 
study both by the administra- 
tion and Congress is needed. 


The choices being studied 


include increasing taxes on 
higher-income 
workers and 


their employers or increasing 
taxes on all those covered by the 
Social Security system or taking 
some genera! tax revenues to 
help finance Social Security. 


The administration opposes 


the general revenue approach, 
but Burke has long advocated 
that the treasury make some 
contribution to the system thus 
far financed by its own special 
tax. 


At present the tax rate is 5.85 


per cent on both employer and 
employe on wages up to $14.100. 
This means that those with 
higher incomes are not taxed on 
all their earnings. There have 
been proposals to increase the 
taxable earnings limit to as 


much as SG.UUO. 


Cardwell, elaborating on the 


findings published earlier this 
week by the Social Security 
trustees, said the system's im- 
mediate problems are caused by 
unemployment, reduced con- 
tributions from the payroll tax, 
inflation and increases in the 
level of benefits through the au- 
tomatic cost-of-living hikes. 


The trustees also pointed to a 


long-range problem they said 
would develop after the year 
iOOO because a lower birth rate 
seems to indicate there will be 
fewer active workers per retired 
worker in the future. 


However. Cardwell and Burke

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iHome Purchase Tax Credit Questions Are Answered

dustry experts alike. Following 
are answers to some questions 
regarding tax credit provisions 
for home purchase. 


Q. What types *f kwsiig 


qualify f«r UK tax credit? 


A. Credit applies to certain 


new 
single-family 
homes, 


townhouses. 
condominiums, 


cooperative units and mobile 
homes. Any of these must be 
used as the taxpayer's principal 


residence in order to qualify for 
the tax credit. 


The tax credit also may apply 


to owner - occupied units in one 
• to- four - family structures. 
And it applies, in modified 
form, to homes being built by 
thejaxpayer. 


Q. H»w m*ek is Ike tax 


credit? 


A. The amount is a per cent of 


the purchase price of the new 
principal 
residence 
to 
a 


maximum of $2,000 credit. 
There is no ceiling on the 


purchase price of the borne. 


The Internal Revenue Service 


defines purchase price as "the 
adjusted (tax) basis of the new 
principal residence on which the 
credit is computed." 


If the taxpayer sells his old

Watervliet Township

U.S. Seeks 
Return Of 
Two Bodies 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Pentagon says "everything pos- 
sible" is being done to arrange 
for the return of the bodies of 
two Marines killed at Saigon's 
airport just hours before the 
final American evacuation. 


The two Marines were-killed 


April 23 during an artillery and 
rocket attack on the airport. 
Twelve hours later the final 
evacuation of Saigon began.

CHICAGO (AP) — Sport, 


fishing of Lake Michigan trout 
has been banned in Illinois, 
which also has placed restric- 
tions on commercial fishing of 
chubs and perch. 


Tlie regulations, announced 


Wednesday, are part of a four- 
state conservation effort, .said 
Illinois conservation director 
Tony Dean. 


The Illinois program is relat- 


ed to a four-state drive aimed at 
protecting chubs. It also is 
designed to allow the lake's 
stock of trout to grow and 
prevent 
commercial 
chub 


fishermen 
from 
overfishing 


perch as* a substitute catch for 
the chubs. 


The regulations go into effect 


July 1. 


Chubs are a small fish that 


are sold smoked. Dean said the 
lake's chub catch dwindled 
from a high of 12.5 million 
pomds in 1960 to about 3 million 
pounds last year. He said the 
regulations, will limit the size 
and number of chubs commer- 
cial fisheries can take. 


The regulations ban sport 


fishing of lake trqut fishing for 
at least one year. Commercial 
fishing for the fish is banned 
already. 


Dean said the Great Lakes in- 


vasion of parasitic lamprey eels 
in the 1940s and 1950s nearly 
eliminated all lake trout. 


Despite massive restocking of 


trout fingerlings, the fish is not 
reproducing sufficiently to en- 
sure its continued survival 
without a ban, he said. Banning 
sports fishing is required. 


- because restocking of the trout 
."has not resulted in a self-sus- 
taining population," he said. 


Illinois1 
regulations were 


drawn up. after consultations 
lasting nine months with other 
states bordering 
on 
Lake 


Michigan. 


Chub fishing now is banned in 


Indiana, and Michigan and 
Wisconsin hope to set quotas 
similar to Illinois' but arc in- 
voked in court suits. 


The Illinois action was taken. 


Dean said, after biologists no- 
ticed "a catastrophic collapse in 
(chub) population over the past 
three years." 


In Illinois there are 45 com- 


mercial fishermen but only 13 
full-timers catching chubs, said 
Don, who added that a public 
lottery will be held for the three 
licenses the state will allow. 
Each will be licensed to an an- 
nual catch of 30,000 pounds. 


Last week, in an unrelated 


development, 
the 
federal 


government recommended that 
.nearly 2,000 pounds of .chubs 
caught by Michigan fisheries be 
Seized because of high pesticide 
levels found in fish tested. 


Dean said he believed chubs 


caught on Illinois' side of the 
lake can "be eaten safely m 
moderate amounts." 


He also said fisheries will be 


United to a maximum annual 
harvest of 431,000 pounds of 
yellow perch. Though these fish 
are not endangered, Dean said 
controls will parevent chub 
fishermen from 
overfishing 


perch to make up for the res- 
trictions on chubs.

New Electronic Gadget 
Fools Hungry Mosquito 


ORTONVILLE, Mich. (AP) — 


Fred Howard learned to hate 
mosquitoes when he spent his 
days — and nights — on Hems- - 
lead Lake developing wingless 
fruit flies in 1962.' 


The flies, tiny food for the 


palates of tropical fish, brought 
him immediate acclaim from 
tropical fish fanciers around the 
world. 


The flies were in such demand 


Howard was able to quit 
teaching and establish a ma.il 
order house for tropical fish 
hobbyists that he says has 


HESITANT to urge anyone to 
enter politics these days, Mrs.

grown into a $126,000-a-year 
business. 


Now, Howard hopes the tiny 


"electronic mosquito repcller"

Michigan community, is the 
only Michigan distributor for 
the pocket-sized weapon that he 
claims plays tricks on female 
mosquitoes.

The female mosquito is m.ost 


vicious towards humans when 
she is carrying eggs, Howard 
explains. She will attack some- 
times as many as 96 times a 
minute. 


"To counterattack,. w:e have 


learned that (lie male mosquito, 
is a vegetarian, and while the 
female is looking for human 
blood she fights off the male 
mosquitoes." Howard says. 


"Our electrosonic repellant 


emits a message similar to that 
of the male mosquito and drives 
the female away from 
her 


human victim." he says. 


Howard says even he doesn't 


fully understand why tlu's small 
gadget works. He says when he 
heard of the sonic mosquito 
fighter, he contacted Progres- 
sive Electronics Corp: of Dallas, 
Tex,, and was encouraged by 
their research reports. 


In a test documented by 


Dallas laboratories. Howard 
sirs, two 55-gallon barrels were 


filled with water and placed 20 
feet apart inside'a warehouse 
area. 


A Mosqiiito Repeller Was 


placed in one barrel and after 
two weeks there were no signs 
of the insects. However, in the 
other barrel — minus the device 
— infant mosquitoes were 
found. Howard says. 


The nine-volt battery emits a 


barely audible high-pitched tone 
and has a life of 125 hoiirs. 


Fishermen, 
boaters pic- 


nickers and backyard gardeners 
are guaranteed the mosquitoes 
will stay at least eight feet away 
as long as they are wearing one 
of Howards devices, he says. 


"Just imagine a summer with 


a repeller 
that 
will keep 


mosquitoes away from you." . 
Howard says, looking out' his" 
tack window at the lake. "I 
think a lot of people will like 
that."

went out at 810 it meant a profit 
of S3.

But inflation drove many 


companies 
away from that 


technique. They really weren't 
making that kind of money at 
all. thej- argued, because it was 
costing them S8 to replace the 
sold item.

They resorted, therefore, to 


lifo. or last in-first out account- 
ing. For accounting purposes, 
they valued their entire inven- 
tory on the basis of last in and 
first out, 
• 


Some people still think the 


flow through is gimmickry, and 
Bousquette concedes its tough to 
dispel that notion. 


"We were very sensitive" 


about the situation, he said. 
"We clearly showed what our 
losses would have been without 
this change." 


Two factors influenced the 


decision to change, he said. 


First, the new technique, 


which incidentally is used by 
most 
industrial 
companies, 


gives a clearer picture of the 
government's impact in raising 
the investment tax credit.

Both types of agents are 


harder for Western intelligence 
services to spot than the highly 
visible "diplomats." 


William E. Colby, director of 


the U.S. Central Intelligence 
Agency, says the KGB's effort to 
recruit Americans remains ev 
tensive. He told The Associated 
Press annual meeting last 
month 
that 
"some 
400 


approaches" were made to 
Americans abroad in the last 
four years. Some of these ef- 
forts, he added, were appeals 
for aid to the Communist side or 
wire an exertion of pressure on 


.^individuals 
thought. to .be 


-vulnerable; 


Colby maintained that the 


KGB is deeply involved in in- 
ternal security in the Soviet 
Union and uses the Communist 
party as its apparatus for poli- 
tical activities. 


An important arm in spying 


today is the research and 
analysis of non-secret material, 
Colby said; and hfc added that 
the KGB "is beginning to team" 
lessons from the CIA about this 


He said the KGB's Institute 


for the Study of, the United 
States of America is a carbon 
copy of similar institutes the 
CIA has set up for the study of 
the Soviet Union.'

could be someone who simply 
reads newspapers and other

At the time the 
British estimated 75 per cent of 
the Russian diplomats accredit- 
ed to London were spies. 


The Institute for the Study of 


Conflict, a London group which 
has access to some British, 
European and U.S. intelligence 
reports, estimates, however, 
tliat three out of every four 
Soviet diplomats in Western 
Europe still work for the KGB. 


In Brussels, officials at the 


North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization 
say 
250 Soviet 


diplomats have been expelled 
from NATO countries in the 
past five years for espionage 
activities. The figure includes 
people nominated by Moscow 
for posts abroad but refused 
acceptance by Western govern- 
ments because of known KGB 
activities in the past. 


Western sources say the 


proportion of Russian spies 
working under diplomatic cover 
has remained steady, but there 
has been a, noticeable shift 
toward other types of agents 
such as illegals and locals. 
These tend to concentrate in 
areas Where the United States 
has large installations:

for

Europe," a British source said.

Sometimes the KGB can be 


brutally obvious. In 1964 Horst 
Schwirkmann. a West German 
technician, went to Moscow to 
remove microphones from a 
Western embassy there. A KGB 
agent passed him on a street 
and injected Schwirkmann with 
what later was determined to be 
mustard gas that ate away at his 
flesh. His life was saved but he 
had a long, painful recovery. 


Often the KGB is subtle. 


Agents from Eastern Europe or 
Cuba are known to be working 
for Soviet intelligence in Wes- 
tern Europe. 


West German authorities es- 


timate East Germans account 
for SO per cent of the Communist 
Wok spies in their country. They 
estimate 
the 
number 
of 


clandestine agents at more than 
15,000 at any one tihie. 


"Western governments do not 


have the resources to match the 
Soviet effort." a British source 
said. "The Soviet clandestine 
effort at information gathering 
is five times that of the United 
States, and Western Europe 
combined." 


The current questioning of the 


role of the CIA in the United 
States is-viewed by intelligence 
agencies in Western Europe 
with rising concern, because the 
CIA is a prime source of infor- 
mation for them.
